DEQ staff will be proposing to make permanent rule changes that are identical to the
emergency rulemaking approved at the September 29, 2020, WQMAC meeting and that
were subsequently approved at the November 10, 2020, Environmental Quality Board
meeting, that include: amend and establish certain definitions, under certain situations
allow a reduction of the minimum size of subsurface absorption fields for individual on-
site sewage treatment systems, establish sizing criteria for manufactured media systems,
and revise and combine the minimum spray area size for aerobic systems, most of which
will result in a reduction of overall application areas.

The federal
regulation updates being incorporated are minor and are intended to modernize regulations,
promote submission of complete permit applications, and clarifies regulatory requirements
to allow more timely development of NPDES permits that protect human health and the
environment.

DEQ staff will be proposing to: update the rule concerning the date of incorporation by
reference of certain federal regulations from July 1, 2016, to July 1, 2020. The most
significant federal regulation update being incorporated is EPA and the Department of the
Army’s redefining and clarifying the scope of “Waters of the United States™ federally
regulated under the Clean Water Act consistent with the Executive Order signed on
February 28, 2017 entitled “The Navigable Waters Protection Rule: Definition of Waters
of the United States.” This final rule implements the overall objective of the Clean Water
Act and increases the predictability and consistency of Clean Water Act programs.
